17—-(NC)—An 
extensive program aiming at inte. 
grating the activities of the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Nurses

The council affirmed its purpose 
to encourage Catholic nurses to 
safeguard Catholic principles in the 
care and treatment of the sick. In 
line with this objective, Catholic 
nurses are also urged to partici- 
pate in the work of all professional 
organizations and to make Catholic 
teaching more widely known and 
accepted.

Paris, Dec. 10—(NC)—The spur- 


fous character of the _ religious

Christ Called ‘Settler Of All Problems 


PEAKING on Our Sunday Vis- 

itor’s “Spiritual Clinic” on the 
Thursday before Christmas, His 
Excellency the Most Rev. John 
F. Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort 
Wayne and editor of O. S. V., de- 
voted his talk to Christ as the 
“settler of all problems.” The 
“Spiritual Clinic” is broadcast by 
the Mutual Broadcasting System 
every Thursday at 10:15 A.M. 

The text of Bishop Noll’s talk 
follows: 


N THIS Thursday before Christ- 
mas, it would seem somewhat 
incongruous to deal with a partic- 
ular problem submitted by mail for 
spiritual clinical examination. In 


‘lieu, thereof, I should like to pre- 


sent Christ to you as “the settler 
of all problems both by His definite 
teaching and by His beautiful per- 
sonal example. If we walk in the 
steps of Him, Who was “the way,

MERICA looms today _ thi 
strongest nation on earth; yel 


never before in her history has sh¢ 


been so full of fear. Along with 
the rest of the world, America 
quivers—the enticing victim to the 
very monster she has created. Hav: 
ing spawned Gargantuan powe 
she is at the mercy of her brat 
child. — 

It was on a New Mexican plains 
less than six months ago that 
America’s strength was turned inte 
fear. For there in the desert a 
blast was heard whose repercus- 
sions are still shaking the world, 
The very sand of the desert was 
turned into glass. At that sameé 
moment, the safety of America, of 
the whole world, became something 
even more brittle than glass. 

The atomic bomb exploding on 
the wastes of New Mexico—on the 
roofs of Nagasaki and Hiroshima— 
has bloated tiny man into a be- 
wildered giant, bewildered by a 
power he knows not how to control. 
As a result, the whole world, sick 
with power, is threatened with an- 
nihilation. 


First Symptoms 
A Century Old 


History makes clear that the 
first symptoms of this world-wide 
power malady appeared little more 


rapid growth of science the disease 
set in. Progressively more destruc- 
tive wars at increasingly shorter 
intervals of fifty-five, forty-three, 
and twenty-one years are the theme 
of this last chapter in the story 
of man. Such facts graphically 
point out that men, distraught with 
the tremendous powers thrust into 
their hands, have been using those 
powers to commit suicide. Man’s 
recent growth in power has clearly 
been abnormal, Worse still, it has 
been lop-sided. A giant in power, 
man has remained a midget in wis- 
dom, 

Formerly, man seemed to know 
more than he could do. His wis- 
dom out-stretched his power. To- 
day, man’s power has outpaced his 
wisdom. A speculxtive scientist of 
the sixteenth cencury might fully 
appreciate how convenient it would 
be could man fly. He might even, 
as Da Vinci actually did, prove that 
flying was not an impossibility. 
But not having an airplane at 
hand, he was content to take a 
horse. 

Power Exceeds 
Man’s Wisdom 


_ Today men can fly. But the 
irony of war shows that most of 
their flying has been simply to 
keep other men out of the air. To- 
day, likewise, man has the power 
to disintegrate an atom But he 
does not have che corresponding 
wisdom to keep the atom from dis- 
integrating the world. We have re- 
ceived our great gifts of power 
from the bounty of science, but we 
have received from no one the wis- 
dom to use them to our joy, in- 
stead of to our sorrow.

As a starter, we might get 
straightened out ourselves, and help 
other peoples get straightened out 
about this word “democracy.” It 
ust can’t be that what we have 

this country (as we have under- 
stood it for more than 100 years) 
is the same as what they have in 
Soviet Russia. Even if we don’t 
see this, other peoples in the world 
do. Now, when we offer them “de- 
mocracy” ‘as something good for 
them, they can be pardoned if they 
ask what is democracy. Or, it can 
be understood if they hesitate to 
embrace “democracy,” because, in 
one of its supposed forms, it closely 
resembles totalitarianism. 

Plain-speaking Americans cf old 
weren’t afraid to recognize differ- 
ences between ourselves and others. 
They believed, and with some good 
results, that to recognize existing 
differences was the first step to- 
wards their cure. 

Americans used to get “riled up” 
and speak plainly when they saw a 
comparatively little fellow “shoved 
around” by a bigger one. And 
when two big fellows without prop- 
er cause “ganged up” on a little 
fellow, that was too much. And yet, 
we don’t hear a word nowadays 
about Poland. We Americans used 
to admire “a game guy,”. too. 

Time was when people in this 
country could get more than a 
little plain-spoken when there was 
a move on to force even one per- 
son to go from the place where he 
had sought refuge to a place where 
he was almost certain to get ex- 
tremely rough treatment, if he 
wasn’t killed outright. This makes 
one wonder why there wasn’t a 
ripple in this country when the sec- 
ular press reported the soul-touch- 
ing story of those Balts in Sweden 
who were so utterly terrified by 
the prospect of being forcibly ship- 
ped to Russia, that they attempted 
te destroy themselves. That would 

e caused some questions to be 
asked in this country not many 
years ago. 

There could be some plain speak- 
ing, too, about the American ad- 
ministration of our zone of occy- 
pation in Central Europe. Is there 
anything wrong there, or isn’t 
there? If not, it seems that plain 
speaking could only serve to dispel 
those persistent reports reaching 
this country from many sourcts— 
including the publie press—that we 
are running fourth in the matter of 
popularity with the peoples of the 
occupied. countries. Of course, 
some might say that “we licked 
them,” and we don’t have to be 
popular with them, Our allies don’t 
seem to look at it in the same way. 
And, anyway, the thing that ought 
to concern wus is, Why are we un- 
popular—if we are? 

ee strange phenomenon of our 
occupation is that we regard Aus- 
trians in a blanket manner as be- 
ing enemy Germans. Austria was 

nazi-conquered country, just as 
Pusnen was. We have not required 


aliens in the United States, but our 
occupation officials seem to regard 
them as enemy aliens over there.

evening we recited the rosary at 
the Grotto and received some facts 
about the shrine, its history, rea- 
sons for its existence, etc. 


“The next morning everyone at-

That exhibition of faith and piety 
must have surprised a few of the 
French, who have come to. the con- 
clusion that the American soldiers 
are nothing but.a bunch of drunken 
bums. Two Canadian Chaplains 
were so amazed to see our men re- 
ceive Communion in a body that 
they could not believe their eyes. 
Immediately after Mass they were 
quick to inquire i* all the soldiers 
were Americans. They were dumb- 
founded when they were told that 
they all were. They were to receive 
many more surprises of that sort. 

“At ten in the morning we made 
the stations of the Cross, again in 
a body. The stations are life size 
and are out-of-doors; the first sta- 
tion is a replica of Sancta Scala, 
and to which the faithful climb on 
their hands and knees. The road 
winds uphill and downhill for little 
over a mile; on the summit is the 
12th station, The Crucifixion. Upon 
completing the way of the Cross 
our group picture was taken. 

“In the afternoon we went to 
see the Panorama of Lourdes. It is 
a huge painting of the 17th Ap- 
paration to Bernadette, commonly 
known as “The pelle of the 
Taper.” The scene depicts Lourdes 
as it was in the year 1858. The 
Panorama painting covers 2073 
square yards; it is 412% feet in 
circumference, and 48 feet high. 
The artist spent 15 years in com- 
pleting it. The depicted scene is 
very realistically. done—it is hard 
to tell where the actual und 
erna- 

ette is pictured kneeling in a 
trance as the Blessed Virgin ap- 
peared to her. Her half clasped 
hands hold the taper she brought. 
In reality she held one hand over 
the flame for 15 minutes—she was 
timed by an atheist doctor, whose 
report showed that there was no 
trace of burnt flesh. 

“After viewing this mammoth 
painting we went to the house 
where Bernadette was born, as well 
as to the house she stayed in when 
she had the apparitions We then 
saw the movie “The Song of Berna- 
dette.” In the evening we had a 
procession, which was strictly for 
Americans. Each person held a 
candle with a decorated paper 
shield. It started from the Grot- 
to and worked around the grounds 


to the are in front of the 
Basilica. All the time the Lourdes 


hymn was sung. At the Basilica 
the Creed was chanted, after which 
we were dismissed. 

“The next day we had Mass in 
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account to Chaplain (Capt.) Rich. 
ard Barden, a priest of the Diocese 


of Winona, and now home on tere 
minal leave: 


“This is the story of Lourdes ag 
seen through the eyes of an aver. 
age American soldier. 

“We left Frankfurt, Germany on 
Saturday afternoon, the 27th of 
October, 1945. After twenty-three 
hours on the train we arrived jn 
Paris. We left at 7:30 p. m. from 
the Austerlitz station. We arrived 
at Toulouse at 8:15 the following 
morning (which surprised me no 
end because that was the time we 
were scheduled to arrive). After 
strolling around Toulouse for a few 
hours, doing nothing in particular, 
we boarded the train for Lourdes, 
the Grotto, and later on in the 
morning we visited the museum, 
Here on display are many relics of 
Bernadette, among them the shawl 
she wore when she had the appari- 
tions, her rosary (not long ago a 
high labor leader from New Zea. 
land made a pilgrimage to Lourdes, 
One evening he disappeared. After 
an all-night search he was found 
in the museum—during the whole 
night he had been reciting the ro- 


‘sary on Bernadette’s beads), and 


her snuff box. Bernadette had 
asthma and the doctor advised her 
to use the cure of her day, snuff, 
Also in the museum are her shoes 
and innumerable photos of people 
before and after their cures. In 
the evening we had another pro- 
cession. 

“On the next morning we at- 
tended Mass in the Rosary Church. 
In the afternoon we had the pro- 
cession of the pilgrimage, the pro- 
cession of the Blessed Sacrament. 
It is during this procession that 
most of the cures take place, how- 
ever, none were cured that day. A 
few weeks before a girl was cured 
of tuberculosis of the lungs and 
bone. In the evening we had an- 
other procession. For this one the 
grounds and the Basilica were lite 
up; it was very beautiful and awe- 
inspiring. The next morning after 
Mass he had to bid farewell to 
Lourdes. | 

“T have attempted to describe the 
physical actions at Lourdes.

T? date, it looks as though the University of Detroit basket- 

ball team has another Bob Calihan on its hands, Titan 
followers are pleased to report.

than Calihan, Detroit’s only All-American basketball player, 
Calihan’s three-‘

year total was 795 points. 

-Sovran, who transferred to De- 
troit’s school of engineering last 
September, hit his peak scoring 
season in his junior year when he 
compiled 373 points in 28 games. 


Playing in only 21 in his senior 


year, he counted 353 points, while 
he racked up 268 points as a sopho- 
more.” 

Calihan’s top scoring year came 
when he was a senior. He hit for 
332 points that year in 24 games. 
As a sophomore and junior, he 
scored 196 and 267 points, respec- 
tively. Calihan’s three-year average 
was 12.42 points per game, while 
Sovran’s was 13.89. Of course, it 
must be kept in mind that Calihan 
was competing against major oppo- 
sition in compiling his veutarkble 
scoring record. 

Sovran nearly had to stop at a 
grand total of 998 points for his 
three-year career at Assumption. 
He had three games to go when 
he suffered a serious ankle injury. 
He was unable to play at all in 
the next two games and was still 
not in condition to play in the 
third and final game. Late in the 
game, however, he was sent in, 
although limping badly. He got 
only one shot, but scored with 
that one to bring his grand total 
up to an even 1,000. 


According to Walter Christie of 
the Star-Bulletin, Honolulu, there 
is another great Hawaiian high 
school football player headed for an 
American university. Two of them 
have already displayed their wares 
to the west coast football fans in 
such a convincing manner that they 
will appear in the New Year’s Day 
Sugar Bowl game in New Orleans 
with the St. Mary’s College team 
against the powerful Oklahoma A. 
& M. eleven. 

Those two are, of course, Her- 
man Wedemeyer and his Hawaiian- 
born teammate, Spike Cordeiro. The 
former has been practically a 
unanimous All-American halfback 
choice from one end of the country 
to the other, and he’ll undoubtedly 
be the magnet that will fill the 
huge Sugar Bowl to overflowing on 
New Year’s Day. 


But the new star who is coming 
to the mainland next fall has a 
reputation in Hawaii prep circles 
almost equal to that of the fabu- 
lous Wedemeyer. He is Abe 
Dung, also of St. Louis college 
high school. According to Mr. 
Christie’s letter, Dung will enroll 
either at St. Mary’s college with 
Wedemeyer and Cordeiro, or at 
Notre Dame. 


So highly regarded is Dung in 
Catholic prep circles in Hawaii 
that his jersey, No. 44, was re- 
tired with ceremonies after .the 
season, just as Wedemeyer’s jer- 
sey, No. 55, was retired after the 
1942 St. Louis championship 
season. 


In his final game of the season, 
Dung led his St. Louis teammates 
to a decisive 40-7 victory over 
Punahou before 28,000 spectators. 
The seating capacity of Honolulu 
stadium is 25,000, and the St. 
Louis-Punahou figure means that 
3,000 fans stood throughout the 
game to see the brilliant young 
halfback wind up his prep foot- 
ball career.

Destroy Churches 


Reveal Why Decision 
To Hang Bishop Von 
Galen Was Changed

Berlin, Lec. 17—That_the Hitler 
regime had planned to destroy the 
Christian churches had it won the 
war, is conclusively revealed in 
documents discovered in the files 
of the former nazi propaganda de- 
partment. As far back as 1941,} 
these documents show, only war- 
time expediency was. preventing 
action aimed at total eradication of 


Christianity. 


In the summer ot 1941 sermons 
by the Most Rev. Clemens August 
Count von Galen, Bishop of Muen- 
ster in Westphalia. pretesting pub- 
licly against the so-called “mercy- 
of the insane and other 
nazi crimes, had met with a wide- 
spread response among German 
Catholics and Prevestants. A pro- 
paganda department official had 
suggested on August 12 of that 
year that the Bishop be hanged, 
but Dr. Joseph Goebbels . turned 
down his recommendation, and this

was his reasoning: 
“It is to be feared,” he wrote in 


a memorandum, ‘that we could: not 
count any longer on the people of 
the city of Muenster, and even of 
all Westphalia, if something were 


done against the Bishop.” In other 
words, the Catholics of Westphalia 


stood solidly behind their Bishop, 
as attested by Goebbels himself, 


and certainly were not in sympathy 
with the nazi regime. 

Goebbels must have been fully 
aware of this, for the memorandum 
reveals that he had never been in 
favor of a frontai attack against 
the churches, such as the nazi hot- 
heads had successfully advocated. 
During the war, be argued, it was 
extremely difficult to take a stand 
against the churches. 

“A vengeance,” he exclained cyn- 
ically, “must mever be enjoyed 
‘hot,’ but ‘coldly’!” During the 
war, he added, one should have be- 
haved as though tnere were a loyal 
cooperation with the churches on 
the part of the nazi government. 
“But after the war” he said, “the 
Fuehrer would have anncunced in 
connection with the promulgation 
of the great socia! leyislation that 
all the properties of the church now 
belonged to the German people. 
Amidst the jubilation of victory 
and the joy over the social recon- 
struction after the war it would 
have been child’s play to carry out 
these measures.”

Church Cannot Be Conquered, Writes 
Pope, Commemorating Council; 


Prays For Restored Christian Unity 


Papal Message Exhorts Catholics Not To Be. 
Content With Memories Of Ancient Glories 
But To Translate Them Into Action 


Vatican City, Dec. 13.—(By Radio})—“The Church can 
be attacked but she cannot be conquered.” 

This truth, “already guaranteed by Christ,” is reaffirmed 
today by His Holiness Pope Pius XII in the light of the 
“happy successes and salutary fruits that have matured 
and resulted” from the Sacred Council of Trent, which con- 


vened 400 years ago—on Decem-? 


ber 13, 1545. 


At the same time, the Holy Fa- 
ther counsels that “our age has 
much to learn from the accom- 
plishments of the Council and much 
to translate into action.” In a _let- 
ter addressed to the Archbishop 
of Trent, in whose historic see city 
the fourth centenary of the Council 


ligious ceremonies, the Pontiff ex- 
horts Catholics “not to be content 
with the memories of ancient 
glories, but to emulate them, ex- 
emplifying in practice the laws 
which have been promulgated.” 

Recalling the “unfortunate his- 
torical circumstances four centur- 
ies ago,” that preceded the con- 
vocation: of the Council of Trent, 
the Holy Father directs a special 
appeal to those who, although sep- 
arated from the Holy See, retain 
at least their faith in the principal 
divinely revealed truths. 


With the prayer that once again 
there may be but one flock and one 


hope that those separated from 
Rome “will sense the desire, im- 
planted deeply in the heart of every 
man, for that necessary union with 
Peter and his successors,” which 
was “tragically breached” four cen- 
turies ago. 


The 400th anniversary is being 
commemorated in the city of Trent 
by special missions in all parishes 
and by ther erection of a new 
church, almost completed, which 
will be dedicated to Christ the Uni- 
versal King. 


“If we think back to those very 
troubled times,” the Holy Father 
says at the beginning of his letter, 
“which this celebration recalls and 
to the sad events which brought 
about the convocation of the Coun- 
cil, and if at the same time, we 
attentively review the happy suc- 
cesses and salutary fruits that have 
matured and resulted from those 
deliberations, we see clearly before 
the eyes of all that truth already 
guaranteed by Christ and con- 
firmed by the testimony of history: 
the truth that the Church can be 
attacked but she cannot be con- 
quered. 


“For just as the Church is bound 
to her Divine Founder by a bond 
of intimate and unalterable love, 
so she is united with Him in the 
same struggles and in the same 
triumphs. It is a fact that, ever 
so often, as the Bark of Peter is 
buffetted by the stormy seas and 
seems to flounder, in such times as 
those, Christ makes His presence 
felt in all its power and, command- 
ing the winds and the tempests, re- 
peats His Divine admonitions: ‘Why 
are you fearful, O you of little 
faith?’ (Matt. 8, 26); ‘Take cour- 
age, I have overcome the world,’ 
(John 16, 33).” 


The Council of Trent was called 
for two principal purposes, the 
Pope explains in his letter: (1) to 
restate clearly in their true setting 
Catholic principles and principles of 
Christian doctrine that had been 
profoundly upset by Protestantism 
and to give them, defended and 
reinforced against error, their 
pristine values. (2) to restore pub- 
lic and private morality and the 
discipline of clergy and people to 
their rightful place through a true 
reformation effected in the spirit 


Reviewing the many outstanding 
achievements of the Council of 
Trent, His Holiness observes that, 
in the richness of its spiritual re- 
sults, no council, even to this day, 
could be said to be superior. The 
definitions formulated by the Coun- 
cil and the decrees regarding orig- 
inal sin and the doctrines of justi- 
fication and of the Holy Eucharist 
undoubtedly represent the apex of 
scientific studies by theologians and 
ecumenical councils, the Pope

Today we need 
more than words of wisdom: we 
need the spirit of wisdom: the 
spirit of restrains and littleness 
while toying with the gigantic, un- 
limited power in our hands. This 
spirit of wisdom in the hearts of 
each of us Americans is the sole 
control for our potentially world- 
destroying power. This wisdom is 
the world’s last hone. 


True Wisdom 
Found In A Cave 


Now the quickest, the surest, 
perhaps the only way for us Ame- 
ricans to find this spirit of wis- 
dom is by bending low to peek into 
a cave. 


In a cave, twerty centuries ago, 
Christ solved our present problem 
of how to control power. He did 
not send a prophet to teach us the 
answer to our ‘ilemma; nor a 
plague to chastise us for ignoring 
its solution. No, tnis was too vital 
a matter for such indirect means. 
He did not even proclaim the ans- 
wer in a thunderous voice from 
heaven. Men would have forgotten 
it before the echoes had died away. 
The solution had to be something 
tangible, something ever at hand, 
something men could never forget. 
Christ knew, moveover, that to 
teach His lesson effectively, He 
must appeal to tre heart as well 
as to the mind of man. 


Christ’s concrete, inspiring ans- 
wer to our problem of finding the 
spirit of wisdom that will off-set 
our power was His birth in the 
cave. Omnipotent God, He chose 
to become the [mpotent Babe of 
Bethlehem. Maker of all, He al- 
lowed Himself to be made in the 
womb of a young girl. Christ’s first 
wail in the cave was a plea to the 
heart of every man to learn His 
answer to our grim power riddle. 
That first cry of tne Babe of Beth- 
lehem was a direct appea! to your 
heart that you accept the wisdom 
of the cave. 


Though the cave has captivated 
the hearts of all men—Jews, Pro- 
testants, atheists, arnostics — men 
dare to ignore the lesson of the 


cave. To them the cave is merely 
a sentimental story that for a few 
weeks warms the hearts of the 
world and fillS the pockets of busi- 
ness men. We Catholics know that 
the cave of Christ is more than a 
neat plaster toy. It is a lesson to| 
be learned; g dogma to be believed; 

an example to be followed. 


Christ’s birth in the cave teaches | 
us that we can possess power with-| 
out relying on power. The wisdom 


to our power without handing.over 
our principles; that we surrender 
our power rather tian sunder God’s 
law in the misuse of that power. 
The example of the cave warns us 
that only if we remain little in the 
midst of our monstrous pewer—as 
tiny as the Christ-Child in God’s 
omnipotence — will we be wise 
enough ‘to control our power. 


Of all the men who have become 
little enough to learn from a Baby 
the true value vf power, three 
stand out—three kings from the 
East. Though c'ever scientists, 
they used their science, the knowl- 
edge of the stars, to search for 
more than science. Science led them 
to the cave of Bethlehem; the cave 
led them to wisdom. “And falling 
down they offered Him gifts... ” 
Today all the world kncws them 
best as the three Wise Men. 


All Americans today know more 
facts of science, enjoy much more 
of the power stemming from 
science than did these three kings. 
Yet our knowledge ard our power 
is of value only to the extent that 
it leads us to wisdom. Instead of 
glorying in our secret of the 
atom, we should zive glory to God 
who could conceal such tremendous 
might in that atom The atom, if it 
is to make us happy, must lead 
us to the cave. There we must fall 
down to adore the Babe, impotent, 
yet the Divine Source of all human 
power. There we must place our 
power in His tiny hands—the out- 
stretched hands of Him who flung 
away all power that He might 
teach us wisdom. This is the sole 
condition of our becoming wise 
men. 


If instead, we greedily cling to 
our power, we will continue to 
tower man over man—to the swift 
destruction of all men. If we re- 
fuse to become little enough to 
peek into the cave and worship the 
laughing Infant, we will pay de- 
basing homage to roaring dynamos 
and thundering tanks and mite- 
sized atomic bombs. 


Do we then search for wisdom? 
Falling down is wisdom: adoring 
God is wisdom; offering Him the 
gifts of our power is wisdom— 
wisdom that is not a mere expres- 
sion of words, but the gallant ges- 
ture of the spirit. Here is the solu- 
tion for our enigmatic power. It 
is the wisdom of che cave; it is the 
spirit of Christmas!
